News Summary. — Major Armsey and Lieut.

Captain W. B. Keeler, of the 36th Iowa 
regiment, Provost Marshal of Cairo, proceeded 
with one hundred men, from tbe 1 tth Iowa, 
by special train to Jonesboro, on Tuesday 
morning, to arrest deserters and those who 
have interested themselveB in their conceal- 
ment, and who resisted tbe Marshal's aids a 
few days ago when they endeavored to make 
arrests in Anna. The troops were provided 
with forty rounds of ammunition, in case ao v 
demonstration against them should be attempt- 
ed. Previous to their arrival at Jonesboro, it 
was reported that the Marshal and troops were 
coming, and about one hundred and fifty of 
the citizens seized all the horses they could 
find and hurried away. Eleven persons, in- 
cluding one deserter from the 29th Illinois, 
named Jefferson, were arrested, brought to 
Cairo, and confined under a strong guard.

Two rebel deserters are upon the Minnesota. 
They state that they belonged to the Merrimac 
No. 2; that they had recently left her lying 
at the obstructions near Fort Darling, in James 
River, and when they left a large number of 
workmen were engaged in removing tbe ob- 
structions from the river at that point, for what 
purpose is not stated. 

The steamer Carrie Martin arrived here this 
morning with Oen. Halleck on board. He 
was joined by Maj. Gen. Dix, and they both 
proceeded on their way to Suffolk. 

New York, April 22. 

The British prize steamer Gertrude arrived 
to-day. She was captured on the 10th off 
Harbor Island by the U. S. gunboat Vander- 
bilt, after a chase of several hours. She was 
bound for Charleston, and arriving off that 
port found it so closely blockaded that she was 
on her return to Nassau when captured. She 
is 250 tons, iron built, six months old, 260 
horse power, and has a cargo of gunpowder 
and military stores. Her clearance shows her 
to be bound from Nassau to St. John's, N". B.

Washington, April 21. 

Three weeks ago it is understood that in- 
formation was received in Washington from 
an undoubted source that the strength of tbe 
army on the Rappahannock was 00,000 effec- 
tive men, tbe main portion being 6ome ten 
miles in the rear of Fredericksburg. 

ISpeclul to the Tribune.) 

Washington, April 22. 

The French Minister has received despatches 
confirming the telegram from San Francisco 
with respect to the bombardment of Puehla. 
They state that the French carried the first 
line of works around Puebla, and were confi- 
dent of soon capturing tbe city; that their 
communication with \ era Cruz was uninter- 
rupted; that reinforcements and supplies were 
arriving daily, and that the French troops 
were greatlv elated by their first substantial 
success in Mexico. 

Cavalry under Gen. Stahl, In large and 
small bodies, Bconted the whole country be- 
tween tbe Potomac aud the Rappahannock, 
as far west as Blue Ridge, and report no rebels 
there save a few straggling guerillas and in- 
habitants. 

It is understood that Governor Curtin is to 
have the mission to SpaiD. and that John Co- 
vode is to be tbe Union candidate for Gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania. 

General Buell left for Cincinnati to-day. He 
did not have time while here to take tbe depo- 
sitions of Gen. Halleck and Gov. Johnson, for 
which he came, and will require another order 
of tbe court to enable him to take them. With 
the exception of these depositions all the evi- 
dence in the case is in. 

Nearly 800 sick from the lower Potomac ar- 
rived to-day. Twenty-five prisoners were sent 
in to-day from the Army of the Potomac. 
About a dozen refugees also came up on trans- 
ports. 

The Government is determined not to grant 
letters of marque unless a foreign war should 
arise. 

The rebels on the Rappahannock have been 
largely reinforced within the last week. New 
rebel encampments are visible this morning, 
opposite Falmouth. On Tuesday, in a skir- 
mish with the rebels, above Kellj-'s Ford, we 
captured one Lieutenant-Colonel, several Cap- 
tains and Lieutenants, and about 21 privates. 

On Mouday, while the artillery was being 
inspected by General Hunt, near Falnoutb, 
a caisson loaded with shells explodod, wound- 
ing four men, one dangerously. 

'Herald's Special.) 
Gen. Gordon bas reached here. He states 
that the Government engineer who was 
charged with the duty of inspecting the iron- 
clads reported ou the day after the battle in 
Charleston harbor that they were tit lor im- 
mediate service. 

Mr. Wording, agent of the Government to 
superintend the sales of lands on St. Helena 
Island, reports that not above a township bas 
been Bold, while ferries, timber lands, and the 
town of Beaufort are reserved for educational 
purposes. Purchases are made by civilians, 
officers, and by combinations of negroes. 

Contrabands under 45 have been conscripted 
by Gen. Hunter, and negroes who are over 
that age are hiding in the woods, lest they 
may be taken to be under that figure. The 
lands arc now mostly cultivated by the wo- 
men, who are dissatisfied at the absence of 
their husbands, brothers, Ac. 

Tbe personal staff of Gen. McClellan has 
been disposed of. 

Volunteer officers are to be immediately 
mustered out of service, and officers of the 
regular army will be assigned to duty with 
their regiments. 

D. R. Gooloe, native of North Carolina, and 
one of tbe emancipation commissioners in this 
district, will probably be appointed Governor 
of that State. 

New York, April 23. 
The steamer Eagle from Havana on the 18th 
arrived bringing advices from Meiico to the 
l'2tb, by tbe French steamer from Vera Cruz. 
According to the French accounts Comonlort, 
n an attempt to join Ortega in Puebla, had 
been defeated with considerable loss, and Or- 
tega had attempted a rally in the direction of 
the Capitol but had been driven back. 

Ortega is said to have offered to capitulate, 
which offer was refused by the French com- 
mander, who insidted upon an unconditional 
surrender. 

One curious item of the news is, that, in an- 
swer to the prayer of the deputation of wo- 
men, he would not bombard the city. Forey 
promised not to do so, he having sufficient ap- 
iliances to compel the garrison to surrender, 
n this connection we may meution a signifi- 
cant rumor which prevailed in Havana that 
Forey had suffered a defeat. 

St. Locis, April 23. 

There has been no new movement of tbe 
enemy in the vicinity of Pilot Knob. 

Gen. McNeil's force from Bloomfield was 
expected to reach Pilot Knob yesterday, anda 
heavy force of cavalry from Rolla is moving 
in the rear of the rebels. 

Although tbe enemy was supposed to be 
several thousand strong, no apprehension was 
felt for the safety of Pilot Knob or the Iron 
Mountain Railroad. 

Maj. McConnell, who was reported mortally 
wounded, was taken prisoner, paroled, and is 
now at Ironton. 

The Democrat's Cairo special says our gun- 
boats destroyed a rebel battery at Warrenton, 
below Vieksburg, and the Heet was lying a: 
anchor at Carthage on tb« 17th iost. 

Gen. Grant was to go down the 6ame day. 
Gen. Ellet's marine brigade and Gen. Fitch's 
light draught gunboats nave nearly ewetit the 
Cumberland river of rebel cavalry. Some 
severe fighting occurred and many prisoners 
taken.

Rebel Raid into Soutdbast Missocri. — 
At a late hour last night, telegraphic despatch- 
es were received from tho Iron Mountain, by 
General Davidson at District headquarters, 
conveying intelligence of a new and mischiev- 
ous raid by a numerous rebel force iuto South- 
east Missouri. The news received, says the 
St. Louis Republican, is substantially as fol- 
lows : 

Tbe rebels, fifteen hundred or two thousand 
strong, under the leadership, as is supposed, 
of Marmaduke, after penetrating the State, 
passed at a distance from Bloomfield, where 
General McNeil is stationed, and, avoiding the 
garrisoned points, appeared unexpectedly in 
the vicinity of Patterson, a town in Wayne 
county, situated about thirty-five miles below 
Pilot Knob. 

Tbe garrison of the place consisted of four 
hundred men of the loth Missouri cavalry, 
under Col. Smart, including pickets stationed 
some little distance below, under Major Wood- 
son. The latter officer was attacked and his 
men driven in. 

Colonel Smart thereon prepared to evacu- 
ate, sent his wagon train rearward and de- 
stroyed such public stores as he could not re- 
move. He was attacked by the rebels and 
resisted them with much resolution, they fol- 
lowing him and fighting for a distance of ten 
miles. 

The Federal loss is reported at about 50 
killed, wounded, aud missing, including Maior 
McOounell, a gallant young officer.well known 
In this city during bis service here as Assist- 
ant Provost Marshal, and afterwards as a 
member of the stall of General F. P. Blair. 
He was wounded, it is reported, mortally, and 
fell into the bads of the enemy. 

Colonel Smart, with tbe remainder of his 
command, is this morning safe at Pilot Knob. 

Gen. Davidson, commanding tbe District, 
went down to-day to look after affairs in that 
vicinity, aud we. doubt not that cavalry rein- 
forcements will be sent thither with all des- 
patch, should it appear that they are needed 
lor tho pursuit of Marmaduke and bis band. 

Gen. McNeil's force at Bloomfield is said to 
be ineffective at present against Marmaduke, as 
it is separated by swollen streams from the 
theatre of rebel operations. 

The following is an extract from Col. Smart's 
official report to Gen. Davidson, received this 
morning: 

I could not communicate with you yester- 
day. Tbe line was cut as soon as the engage- 
ment began, which was six miles from my 
>ost. I had a scout out on Black river, who 
ound the enemy early yesterday morning, but 
they succeeded in cutting them off, 60 that 
they could not communicate with nr. Tbe 
uumber of the enemy was between 1,500 and 
3 000. I tbink they had six (6) pieces of artil- 
lery. I could not ascertain who the enemy 
were. The attack began about 13 o clock, on 
Reeve's Station road, with a scout I had sent 
out in that direction. I then sent Mai. Wood 
ou to reinforce with a battalion, who held 
them in check and skirmished them into town. 
This gave me time to load my trains and have 
them ready to move if I had to retreat. 

Before 1 left the town I destroyed what 
Btores 1 could not bring away. Nothing fell 
into the hands of the enemy. The fight con- 
tinued to Big Creek, about eight miles this 
side of Patterson. The engagement was se- 
vere in the extreme, often fighting hand to 
hand. At Big Creek they had got in my front, 
and attempted to cut off my retreat, but I 
forced my way and formed on this side of Big 
Creek. But the enemy did not renew the en- 
gagement. My loss in killed, wounded, and 
missing in the action was about fifty. 

I bad scouts on tbe Van Buren, Greenwood 
Valley, and Bush Creek roads; also on the 
Reeve's Station road, which I have not heard 
from. I will send you an official report as 
soon as I can learn all the details. Major Mc- 
Connell was wounded, and fell into the hands 
of the enemy. I think bis wound was mor- 
tal. My regiment fell bick in good order, and 
are now together, with the exception of tbe 
scout above mentioned. I had four hundred 
men in tbe engagement.

April will soon give place to his 
rosy-faced sister May, and then we shall 
have cheerful weather, if not cheerful 
times with tbe rebels. Well, we are 
glad to know that the reign of "mud" will 
soon be over, for if there is one thing that 
sticketh closer thau a brother, it is camp mud.

"Spring Is coming, gentle maidon.

Our camp is tall of life (but not liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness), and fine combs are 
in brisk demand. House-cleaning time has 
arriv," and we are cleaning up; that is, 
cleaning out some of tbe loose litter that has 
been accumulating for some time. Did you 
ever see a "critter" with about sixteen legs 
sticking out from its body ? 1 saw euch a look- 
ing "critter" tbe other day which had appar- 
ently j.ist crawled out from "winter quarters." 
It was between an eighth and three quarters 
of an inch in Bize, and, from appearance, be- 
longed to the crab or crawfish species. Don't 
tbink you have anything of the kind "tu 
bum!" It knew something about soldiering, 
as it went double-quick without waiting for 
the order. It had the initials "U. S." on its 
back, which meant tbat it belonged to Uncle 
Sam and tbe soldiers. It was quite a living 
curiosity, and I presume that it was the daddy 
or mammy of a host of smaller animals known 
among the soldiers as gray-backs'. Barnum 
could have realized a fortune by exhibiting it 
to tboee who "never saw the like in all their 
lives," but it has gone the way of all tlesb. I 
shall put the next one that "turns up" in a 
box, and Bend it to tbe connoisseur of curiosi- 
ties. 

Did you ever Bee a camp of shelter ttnts? 
Well, you have only to see them once to re- 
member them lorever and a day after; and 
you will have to see them ten thousand times 
ten thousand times, to love and appreciate 
their excellent worth. Shelter tents, in- 
deed! Many a round curse bas been vent- 
ed by the soldiers upon the head of the 
man who first invented the peculiar 
institution. The boys call them dog-hov- 
els; and a man at home wouldn't consider 
them a good shelur for a dog that he set any 
price upon. They are the next thing to noth- 
ing, and of no earthly use but for what they 
were intended — nothing, or rather, ashclter for 
tbe poor soldier. Imagine two or three men, 
together with their guns, cartridge boxes, 
knapsacks, haversacks, canteens, grub, Ac., 
packed under a piece of unbleached shirting, 
some four by six feet, when the "consarn" is 
erected. Ab! give us teuts, or no tents. We 
do not want such a miserable excuse as these 
so-called "shelters" from tbe inclemency of 
tbe weather. They are like the old nigger's 
house: "when it rained he couldn't fix it; and 
when it didn't rein it didn't need lixin .

Dar"We republish in the Journal of to-day 
eevcral extracts, selected almost at random, 
from the latest speech delivered in the House 
of Representatives by the Hon. George H. 
Yeaman, of our State. We invite to these ex- 
tracts the attention of the public. Mr. Yea- 
man is universally recognized in Congress a* 
a young statesman of remarkable ability and 
of the highest promise. We think our readers 
will agree with us that these passages from 
his latest effort fully warrant the judgment of 
his compeers. We especially invite attention 
to the passage wherein Mr. Yeaman pays bis 
respects to the secessionists of Kentucky un- 
der their new alias of "Dimocrats." 



t&'We must fight rebellion with all our ener- 
gies. The issue is plainly marked out; we 
must either crush the designs of the Confeder- 
ates or they will subjugate us. There can be 
no idea of pacification entertained until those 
who commenced the war show some willing- 
ness to return to their allegiance. We must 
conquer or be conquered. 

These are the alternatives; the preservation 
of the blessings of the Union, formed to estab- 
lish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, pro- 
vide for the common defence, promote the 
general welfare, and to secure them to our 
posterity for untold ages, or to forget the in- 
culcations of the sages and patriots of the 
Revolution, to scoff at the precepts of Wash- 
ington's Farewell Address, to acknowledge 
that a popular government is a failure, and ac- 
cept the political philosophy which emanates 
from South Carolina and teaches that demo- 
cratic principles and democratic institutions 
are delusions and failures, while a monarchy 
with aristocratic distinctions and favored 
classes is held up for our acceptance. Under 
the Constitution of the United States the people 
can execute their wishes and peacefully redress 
all their grievances ae soon as they have destroy- 
ed this hydra-beaded rebellion, but under the 
constitution of the Southern Confederacy, 
there must, of necessity, bo no will but that of 
the executive military power, and the popu 
lar wishes and desires can find no interpreta 
tion except through the mandates of the heav- 
iest iron-heeled despotism the world ever saw 
There is hope of extrication from any com 
plications which the wretched measures of 
President Lincoln may produce, but let the 
coils of the Southern Confederacy be once 
fastened around our institutions, and the vital 
ark of liberty will be crushed out, our pop- 
ulation will become the passive tools of ambi- 
tious knaves, and the sun of our national hap- 
piness, honor, and renown will sink forever 
amid gloom, disaster, and clouds. 

Facilis Descensus Aveeni.— Our neighbor 
of the Democrat, quoting the document we 
published in the Journal of Wednesday, pur- 
porting to be the "Constitution ok tbe Dem- 
ocratic Association of Locisville," thus 
keenly swallows the document whole: 

It is the first we have seen of this platform;

Our neighbor said this a little upwards of 
two months ago. Now, however, when we 
drag into light the constitution of a secret or 
quasi secret political association marked by 
the self-same most significant omission, and 
point to the omission as evidence of the seces- 
sionism of the platform, our neighbor swears 
roundly that tbe platform "is a good oue," and 
that we have "failed to point out a single ob- 
jection to the creed. What he regarded as an 
insuperable objection but two months ago he 
at present regards as no objection ! And no 
wonder after all; for within that period he has 
adopted the thing as his own. 

If our neighbor were now for the first time 
to notice the Grover Resolutions, he would ap- 
prove and applaud them, as he does their epit- 
ome, instead of denouncing tbem, as he at 
first did.

As they interpret it, all men are to be 6cnt 
south, and all women and children also, who 
do uot acquiesce in the policy o.' the Govern- 
ment, or who are not open advocates for a 
vigorous prosecution of the war. We see 
neither much justice nor much wisdom in this. 
It must be clear that every man who is sent 
South necessarily, either from resentment or 
a desire to return home, will become an armed 
soldier, and we desire to have just as few of 
them down South as we possibly can. 
si • • • * • 

Then we don't see exactly how it is all to 
end. All the Southern rights people of Ken- 
tucky are sent to Tennessee, all the Southern 
rights people of Kentucky and Tennessee 
sent to Georgia or Alabama, and so on, clean 
to the gulf. We suppose they are to be exter- 
minated on the seashore. 

Now, somebody ha} to cultivate the land, 
and we seem to be getting by exchange, under 
the Government policy, the blacks to fill the 
places of the whites. We don't think the ex- 
change profitable, even if the policy was prac- 
ticable. 

For our own part, we have not heard of 
anybody who puts on General Burnside's Or- 
der the interpretation mentioned in the first 
sentence of the first extract above; and, what 
is more, we have never heard of anybody 
amongst us who deliberately advocated the 
policy involved in such a construction, except 
our neighbor of the Democrat himself, who, 
about the close of February last, not two 
months ago, said : 

We have opposed secession in every form. 
Those who are not for us are against us. They 
have no claim to oursympathy and protection 
If they are seeking to destroy the government 
under which they live, and are conspiring with 
its enemies against it, they deserve to be ban- 
ished from our borders. Let them cast their 
lot with those they are seeking to benefit, and 
not remain among us, cursing and abusing 
Kentucky for her loyalty while enjoyiug her 
hospitality. They forfeit all claim to protec- 
tion, being identical in purpose with those who 
have gone to the South to unite with Ken- 
tucky's enemies in a raid upon her soil. We 
have often said that where citizens were en- 
joying tbe protection of the government and 
abusing Kentucky without stint because of 
her attachment to the Union, they deserved to 
be mustered below the lines and not permitted 
to share the benefits of her proud position. 

Here, as will be seen, our neighbor contended 
that "those who are not for us are against us, 
and that those who are "against us" should be 
"banished from our borders." That is to say, 
he contended that all who are not for us 
should be expelled from the State. This was 
going further than the most ultra exterminator 
amongst us had ever gone before, and further 
than any other exterminator amongst us has 
ever gone since or will probably ever go here- 
after. We hope so. 

Rut our neighbor has experienced a thorough 
revolution of sentiment and of views since 
he put forth this fierce declaration. He has 
quit the business of extermination, at least 
as respects the rebellion. If he is now for 
exterminating anything, it is the Union rather 
than the rebellion. He at present has grave 
scruples, and he delicately hints them, as to 
whether any non-combatant enemy whatever 
ought to be "mustered below the lines." He 
has suddenly become afraid, it appears, of re 
cruiting the "Southern armies," as if an open 
enemy in the field were more formidable than 
a secret one within our own lines! 
"Those," our neighbor says, "who are ab- 
solutely injurious to the Union ought 
to be disposed of* some way, but we 
think it would be wise to send them in 
some other direction than to where they wi 
recruit the Southern armies; but as it wonld 
be useless to waste advice on the Administra- 
tion, we only eipress the wish that the utmost 
care be taken in enforcing the Order, lest it do 
more harm than good." We heartily unite in 
this wish, though we cannot forbear to remind 
our neighbor that bis sneer at the A ! ministra- 
tion, for having adopted partially the policy 
he himself so vehemently recommended in its 
fullness, is in shocking bad taste as well as in 
shocking bad spirit. It strikes us that com 
raon fairness, if not common decency, requires 
that on this point our neighbor should be at 
least silent, until the Administration ap- 
proaches the degree toward which he has 
urged it. 

If our neighbor obeys this requirement, he 
will probably never open his lips again on the 
subject. We have no idea that in this matter 
the Administration will ever hew up near to 
the line our neighbor chalked out. Certainly 
the Order of General Burnside stops far short 
of that line.

"Bless God!" said 
the darky, "dis sinner will take tro' de 
woods, Mossal" We prefer the darky's 
philosophy to either of these roads.

That is to say, our neighbor, if he "must 
take one or the other" of "the two roads", 
will take neither! If this is philosophy, it is 
certainly "darky's philosophy" of the darkest 
order. 

If anybody is "in a quandary", we are or 
the opinion that it is not "our candidates for 
Congress", bnt our neighbor. As the da.keBt 
hour is just before daylight, we are encour- 
aged to hope that our neighbor is about to see 
daylight on the subject of his public duty- 
He couldn't very well see a darker hour of 
minute on tbe subject.

Tmason at Washington. —The startling 
intelligence communicated this morning by 
telegraph that a clerk in the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's office, of thirty years' service, and hav- 
ing access to all its most important orders and 
movements, and also the chief clerk in the 
Pension Bureau, have been detected in con- 
veying direct daily intelligence to the rebels, 
will awaken the country to the necessity of a 
rigid purification of the Federal Capital, and 
the importance of dealing promptly and to 
the utmost limit of the law with such heart- 
less villainy. The miscarriage of many of 
onr admirably contrived military plans is now 
fully explained. 



Eastern Lunatic Abvltjm. — The Board of 
Managers and the Superintendent of this ad- 
mirable charity made their report for the past 
year to the late Legislature, and it has just 
been published. It is gratifying to learn that 
the institution, despite our civil dissensions, has 
continued to be prosperous. This is naturally to 
be expected under the able supervision of Dr. 
W. S. Chipley, whose clear head and scientific 
attainments are guided by a heart overflowing 
with sympathy for the unfortunate. Forty- 
three patients were admitted during the year, 
and there were two hundred and thirty-one 
inmates at its close. The mortality lor the 
year was 5.71 per cent — nearly two thirds of 
it from pulmonary consumption. The wards 
are fall, and more than a hundred applicants 
are annually rejected. Under these circum- 
stances the more favorable cases are disposed 
of otherwise, while the incurable remain at 
home awaiting vacancies, which Dr. C. thinks 
may impair the valueof his statistics and even 
convey false impression, for if there had been 
no rejection of patients the proportions of all 
the tables of statistics would doubtless have 
been materially altered. The institution has 
been thirty-eight years in operation, and last 
year's expenses were $31,832 43, or an average 
of about $137 to each patient, including sala- 
ries, wages, food, clothing, and all contingen- 
cies, which certainly exhibits great prudence 
in tho management. We congratulate Ken- 
tucky upon the noble work she has been able 
to accomplish through the instrumentality of 
Dr. Chipley, and when the Southwestern 
Asylum is rebuilt completely and under the 
charge of Dr. Rodman, her means of useful- 
ness will be largely and most beneficially in- 
creased. 

The Celina Affaih.— The results of the 
recent expedition to Celina, the crossing place 
of the Cumberland river in Tennessee, south 
of Monroe county, in this State, were much 
more satisfactory than at first reported. Col. 
Graham, of the 6th Indiana cavalry, was in 
command, and the force comprised bis regi- 
ment and the 14th Illinois cavalry, Col. Hor- 
ace Capron, the latterofficer having fortunate- 
ly found active service as soon as he reached 
the advance. The town, which has been a 
most pestiferous rebel rendezvous and depot, 
was totally destroyed, together with 100,000 
lbs bacon, 10,000 bushels corn, 10,000 bushels 
wheat, 100 bbls whiskey, 100 bbls flour, and 
considerable quantities of sugar, coffee, tea, 
salt, and other stores. Besides these, forty 
flats, which had been used in transporting 
supplies from Burksville and other points on 
the Cumberland, were rendered incapable of 
farther employment in that line. The expe- 
dition was well planned and most effectually 
carried out. 



Melodeons of Louisville Production. — It 
may not be generally known to our citi/."n? 
that we have in this city the highest order of 
talent, combined with experience, in the man- 
ufacture of musical instruments. But such is 
the tact, and it requires only the encourage- 
ment which merit deserves to render us, in this 
particular, independent of F/astern skill and 
capital. We refer to the Messrs. Nardin 
(father and son\ whose melodeons, some years 
ago, on more than one occasion bore off the 
palm when competing with instruments of far 
greater pretension from the best Eastern man- 
ufactories. They have recently commenced 
business anew on the south side of Walnut, 
uear Twelfth street, under the name of Nardin 
k Son, and are turning out instruments which 
are not only creditable to the firm bui to our 
city. A specimen of their work, to be seen in 
St. Andrew's Church, on Chestnut, between 
Ninth and Tenth streets, has been greatly 
admired and pronounced by good judges to be 
equal to anything of the kind they have ever 
seen in the workings of its keys, in its tone, 
and in its harmony with the human voice, 
Nardin k Son, we believe, are the only manu- 
facturers of meledeons west of Buffalo, and 
only a few weeks ago an Eastern firm offered 
them high inducements to break up here and 
go into an Eastern establishment, but they 
have faith in the disposition of our Western 
people to patronize home manufactures, espe- 
ially when they excel all others, and on this 
point their instruments will speak foV them- 
selves — if properly approached. 

Toe New American Cyclopaedia. — We 
have received from Mr. F. A. Crump the six- 
teenth volume of this Dictionary ot General 
Knowledge, which closes the editorial labors 
of Messrs. Ripley and Dana. Attached to this 
umber is a supplement containing new and 
omitted titles, which embraces a long list of 
names rendered famous by our civil war since 
the work was first commenced. The amount 
of labor necessary to the compilation of this 
undertaking bas been immense, but it has 
been most thoroughly performed, and the 
Cyclopedia will long remain a monument of 
the business enterprise of its publishers, 
Messrs. Appleton k Co., of New York, and of 
the assiduity of its editors. We have on the 
appearance of each successive volume spoken 
f the value of the publication, and we can 
tdd nothing to our previous commendations. 
The work 6hould be in the hands of every one 
who desires a perfect book of reference in all 
matters pertaining to art, science, biography, 
literature, natural history, geography, public 
haracters, political economy, religion, or 
whatever else may interest the scholar, the 
gentleman of leisure, or the seeker after 
knowledge.

on, Esq., the Treasurer of the Association, 
u advertisement in another column states 
tliat such bids will be eipectcd to state the 
terms of payment, and also to contain an offer 
for the claims the society has against the Gov- 
ernment for occupancy and damages to the 
grounds, the bourd reserving the right to re- 
ject all the bids should they not be compatible 
ith the interests of those they represent. We 
regret the necessity which compels this action, 
but it has been one of the inevitable results of 
the disturbed state of affairs brought about by 
the rebellion, which has been wasteful, wan- 
ton, and unnecessary. 



The Juvenile Robbers. — We have frequent- 
ly referred to the thieving propensities of a 
band of young rascals who infest the city, and 
are ripening for the penitentiary . The latest 
acts committed by them was upon a gentleman 
in the upper part ot the city, who informs U6 
that they first stole a lot of chickens from bis 
stable, and on the following night stole a 
quantity of corn. They next Btole a valuable 
saddle. The next day he bought a ferocious 
bull-dog and tied him in the stable, and the 
very same night the thieving young scoundrels 
came and stole the dog. Ordinary thieves 
have no business in these parts. 

Real Estate Sale. — Mr. C. C. Spencer sold 
at auction yesterday afternoon thirty lots in 
Churchill's addition to the city. The prices 
ranged from $5 60 to $14 25 per foot.

We the other 
day vouched for the Unionism of Colonel Mc- 
Henry, having been assured that he stood 
squarely on the L'nion platform, but, as we 
find that we were mistaken, we are constrain- 
ed with many regrets to withdraw what we 
then said on this point. The remarks of the 
Commonwealth are just, and they apply 
equally to every other aspirant who occupies 
the position occupied by Colonel McHenry 

Yeaman and McHenry". — We read in yes- 
terday's Journal and Democrat letters giving 
an account ef the speeches delivered by Hon. 
Geo. H. Yeaman and Col. John H. McHenry 
Jr., candidates for Congress, at Calhoon, Mc- 
Lean county, on the 6th inst. The account 
given in both papers represents Col. HcH. as 
taking the ground that he will withhold "sup- 
plies of men and money" to prosecute and put 
down the rebellion until the President with- 
draws his emancipation policy. He is repre- 
sented also as favoring an armistice, the call- 
ing of a national convention, and invoking, 
if necessary, the aid of some European powers 
to adjust and settle our national troubles. Mr. 
Yeaman is represented as taking bold, open, 
manly ground for his country. While he 
would hold the President to a rigid accounta- 
bility for hisnegroemancipation proclamation 
and all other unconstitutional acts with which 
he is chargeable, he would yet vote supplies, 
men, and money for the army, believing that 
the withholding of them would be virtually 
disbanding the army, surrendering the Gov- 
ernment of our fathers, and insuring the dis- 
memberment of the Union. He opposed an 
armistice because it would give , renewed 
strength and vigor to the rebellion. He re- 
garded a national convention as impracticable 
and impossible so long as the military power 
of the rebels remained unbroken. He is op- 
posed to calling to our aid any European 
powers, for they were interested in destroying 
our Government. 

If the writers of the letters referrred to give 
anything like a fair representation of the po- 
sitions held by Messrs. Yeaman and McHenry 
respectively, then we have no hesitation in 
saying that McHenry is running in the inter- 
ests of the secessionists, and Yeaman in the 
interests of the Union men. 

If McHenry is for withholding supplies, men, 
and money now, he is just as much a rebel, 
practically, as John C. Breckinridge, and he is 
as little deserving of the support of Union men 
as any man who could be Btarted. We are 
amazed that McHenry, who has proven him- 
self to be a good soldier and whose past record 
gives evidence of devotion to the Union cause, 
should, at this critical hour, take such a posi- 
tion. Look at the situation of things. Ken- 
tucky is threatened with invasion by a re- 
lentless, cruel, and thieving foe. She is 
threatened with even subjugation to the au- 
thority of Jeff Davis k Co. Her fields are De- 
ing laid waste, her people are being driven 
from their homes, the houses of her "mountain 
boys" are being burned and tbeir families ex- 
posed to every conceivable indignity, and yet 
thero are Kentuckians (God save the mark)! 
who are talking of withholding "supplies, 
men, and money" from our brave soldiers who 
are periling all for Kentucky's defence and 
honor. Shame upon the whole batch of Ken- 
tuckians who talk in that style. Let them be 
manly enough to hoist at once the rattle- 
snake banner and fight under their true 
colors. 

Wo honor the gallant Yeaman for the 6tand 
he has taken. He is a patriot and a statesman 
of whom the country expects much, and we 
have an abiding conviction that he will not 
disappoint the high expectations entertained 
tor him. 

Chicago Municipal Election.— The muni- 
pal election in Chicago on Tuesday last 
resulted in the triumph of the entire Demo- 
cratic ticket. The contest was intensely ex- 
citing, and over twenty thousand votes were 
polled, exceeding by four or five thousand the 
vote at any previous election. Everything 
passed off quietly and peaceably, notwith- 
standing the intense interest existing among 
the voters with reference to the questions at 
issue, and resulted in a sweeping Democratic 
victory. A Democratic Mayor, a majority of 
Democratic Aldermen, and Democratic Re- 
corder, Collector, Treasurer, Police Commis- 
sioner, Member of the Board of Public Works, 
Attorney, Police Clerk, and Fire Department, 
are the results of the victory.

This is virtually a 
decision that to steal sbinplasters is no crime.

At a meeting of the officers of the FlrBt 
Brigade, First Division, Twenty-first Army 
Corps, at the headquarters of the Brigade, on 
April 14, 1863, Colonel E. P. Fyffe was called 
to the chair, and Col. F. A. Bartleson appoint- 
ed secretary, and the following preamble and 
resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, we have learned with feellnsrs of 
deep regret that Brigadier-General T. J. Wood, 
First Division, Twenty-first Army Corps, 
Department of the Cumberland, lately com- 
manding said corps, is about, on account ot 
his health, to take his departure from us, al- 
though hoping it may be but temporary, be it 
Resolved, That upon this occasion the offi- 
cers of the 1st brigade desire to assure him of 
their regard for him as a high-toned gentle- 
man, their respect for him as an able and 
accomplished officer, and their confidence in 
him as a tried and faithful commander. 

Resolved, That while we hope to see his 
merits rewarded by the Government he has 
served so faithfully and well, we should never 
theless regret that any change should happen 
which would take bim from where we are 
ourselves, viz: from the Department of the 
Cumberland. 

Resolved, That a copy of this preamble and 
resolutions be furnished the General, with a 
tender of our heartfelt wishes for his future 
prosperity and happiness, and an assurance 
that his name will be cherished by his com- 
rades in arms of the 1st brigade.

Nrw Yokk, April 23. 
A meeting of Gentlemen, representinc the 
Erie, New York Central, Pennsylvania, North, 
and South Shore Railroad Lines, was held at 
the St. Nicholas Hotel to-day. Mr. Nathaniel 
Marsh was appointed President and Mr. Lewis 
L. Haupt Secretary. The following resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this convention adjourn to 
meet at the American House, Buffalo, at ten 
o'clock A. If., April 29th, to consider tbe sub- 
ject of paying commissions on passenger 
traffic and the proposed advance in rates upon 
emigrant travel. 

Resolved, That the Presidents of all the 
railway lines between Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore, and the cities of 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Chicago, and the 
connecting lines beyond these cities, be in- 
vited to attend the meeting in Buffalo or send 
one delegate to represent their companies, 
with full powers to act upon the subjects to be 
submitted to the consideration of the conven- 
tion. 

James L. Addison, clerk in the Adjutant 
General's Office at Washington, and Anthony 
Addison, chief clerk of the Pension Bureau, 
hate been caught in the act of carrying tebel 
mails. The former has been in the War De- 
partment thirty years, and has had access to 
all the important orders and movemente. Both 
own farni> in Maryland, and keep up daily 
communication by means of a carriage. 

Rev. John Martin, who, with his family, has 
also been arrested, lives near them, and was 
the principal media of communication with 
tho rebels. Martin and family will be sent 
beyond our lines. 

Despatches received from Admiral Wilkes 
state that he was at Klenthera, one of the Ba- 
hama Islands, on the lGth inst., having left 
Havana on the llth. As Admiral Wilkes 
mukes no mention of his having been on 
parole at Havaua, the report to that effect is 
doubtless untrue. 

Foiitress Monroe, April 23. 

The flag of truce boat State of Maine ar- 
rived from City Point. 

Richmond papers of to-day contain tele- 
graphic information from Port Hudson, con- 
firming the loss by the rebels of the steamers 
Queen of the West and Diana. The former 
got aground in Grand Lake and was blown 
up by a Bhell from the Federal gunboat Cal- 
houn. The Diana was burned by the rebels. 
One hundred and six prisoners and seven com- 
missioned officers were captured with the 
Queen of the West. Among the latter was 
Captain Turner, commandant of the rebel 
fleet. 

A despatch from Berwick Bay, dated the 
l. r jth inst., reports there is a Federal force be- 
yond Franklin, La., and marching on. 

There are no reports from Charleston later 
than the 17th, and they contain nothing new. 

Much interest is felt in Richmond in regard 
to matters at Suffolk. The papers admit that 
a battery has been captured, and the tone of 
the editorials is desponding. 

New York, April 23. 
At tbe chAmpion billiard match the hall 
contained from 1,500 to 2,000 people. A 
number of the leading players of the country 
was present. Phelan aunounced that Gold- 
thwaite had chosen O'Connor, and Kavanaugh 
Bird, of Philadelphia, as umpires; Phelan was 
referee. 

Goldthwait took the lead and played into 
the pocket. The first few shots were anything 
but brilliant. Kavanaugh led off with a mod- 
erate run of forty and soon alter another of 
nearly one hundred. At nine o'clock tbe 
gamo stood — Goldthwait 138, Kavanaugh 272; 
at ten o'clock— Goldthwait 258, Kavanaugh 
450. 

12 o'clock — Goldthwait has made three long 
runs, namely: 130, 107, and 100, during the 
evening, and Kavanaugh one of 125. The 
game now stands: Goldthwait, 1,027; Kava- 
naugh, 882; Kavanaugh to play. 

Cuicauo, April 23. 

A terrific tornado visited the vicinity of 
Grundy county on Saturday last. The first 
heard of it was at the town of Noman, where 
the fences were prostrated. From there its 
course was plainly traceable to the town of 
Mazion. Houses were torn from their founda- 
tions and dashed to pieces, the largest trees 
torn to fragment?, horses and cattle scattered 
through the fields, household furniture carried 
to the distance of half a mile, and other evi- 
dences of the fearful strength of the storm are 
given. 

Near Mnzon forty acres of timber was torn 
down. The storm here seems to have spent 
brce. But one person, named Vine, is 
nown to have been killed. Others were in- 
ured, but none, a3 far as is learned, seriously 
St. Locis, April 23. 
Steamers are prohibited from leaving for 
Southern ports until further orders. 

Rumors are current of the capture of Cape 
Girardeau, on the Mississippi river, 150 miles 
below here, by Marmaduke's rebels, but head 
quarters has no such information. 
The rebel loss in the fight at Patterson, Tues- 
ay, is about forty, including two Captains 
killed, one mortally wounded, and two Lieu- 
tenants severely wounded. Our loss is eleven 
killed and twenty wounded. 

There is nothing further of a reliable char- 
acter from Pilot Knob. 

Cairo, April 23. 
A special from Memphis to day says intel- 
igence just received from Vicksburg state 
that fifteen gunboats and steamers ran the bat- 
teries on Monday night, and are now below 
Warrenton. The casualties are not known. 
The steamers are said to be plying between 
Warrenton and Young's Point. 

Gen. Grant has his headquarters at New 
Carthage. 

It is also stated that five transports snc- 
eeded in running the blockade up the 
Yazoo, and are now above Haines's Bluff. 
The rebels occupy the south side and tbe Fed- 
erals the north side of the Cold water. 

Providence, April 23. 
The bark C. Kanger arrived here this morn 
_og from Zanzabar with a valuable cargo. 
On the 28th of March Capt. Don says be was 
spoken, in latitude 7° north and longitude 33°, 
west by a vessel which he believes was the 
Alabama. By showing Hamburg colors he 
escaped. 

New York, April 23 
There are intimations that Gov. Seymour 
will veto the gold bill. 

A quarantine has been established at New 
OrleanB as regards vessels from Havana. 

Washington, April 23. 
Commander Worden was to-day ordered to 
report to Admiral Gregory, at New York, to 
assist in fitting out iron-clads at that port. 

Dunleith, III , April 23. 
Burt's reaper factory and its contents was 
burned this morning. Loss $40,000. No in- 
surance.

FROM THE THIRTY-FOURTH KENTUCKY 
Camp Judah, Bow lino Gbken, ) 
April 21, 1863. J

The boys are 
all well and arc well contented, and are im 
proving very fast under the instructions o 
our gallant little Lieutenant Colonel. 

News is somewhat scarce in this section or 
the country, as much so as something good 
to eat I have not seen anything in the shape 
of a fowl siuce 1 have been here. There must 
be some about here, however, for we catch a 
glimpse of an egg once in a while.

EXTRACTS FROM THK SPEECH OK THE 
HUN. GEO. H. YKA.MAN. OF KEN- 
TUCKY, IN THE llnl'SE OK KEPRE- 
SENTATIVES, K BB. 26, IMS. 

»»-*».• 
We all want peace. We only differ how it 
can best be obtained. I bope we all want it 
on terras of stability, and without a sacrifice 
of our national hon jr. We are fighting for 
peace. There is no peace In the radical poli- 
cy, none iu the th :ory of secession. A pre- 
mature peace with scceedon is worse than to 
have allowed it to g* by default. This is a 
contest between two -heories or ideas of gov- 
ernment. It is not, except to the superficial 
observer, a contest about the nejjro; and if it 
were, the present furm of the abolition theory 
would not reach the difflculty. Taking their 
dogmas as true, and they are not radical 
enough. Abolish elivery, but leave the ne- 
gro, and you leave the difficulty; a difficulty 
that wouid sooner or later assume the form of 
a war of races. It is not slavery. It is aron- 
est between two systems of government, in- 
stead ol a contest between two systems of la- 
bor. We have said our system is right. \\ e 
have drawn the sword to defend it, and to en- 
force obedience to ils rightful authority. 
Shall we now sheathe that sword and surren- 
der the contest? 

• • • * * 
I was much obliged to the eloquent gentle- 
man for his glorious illustrations of the ueity 
and the necessary oneness of this country, de- 
creed as they are by natcke in the lines of 
our mountains, our valleys, and our rivers, as 
engraved by the Architect of the universe, and 
taught as they are by the examples of histo- 
ry, to which be so happily alluded. In the 
dark hours of this dark political night, these 
things illumine .md warm and make glad the 
soul of the patriot, as the harmony of the cen- 
turies and a gleam of light from that omnipo- 
tent Intelligence who has made "order Heav- 
en's first law." These are the inexhaustible 
sources of argument and hope upon which 1 
have so often drawn, in my feeble way, in our 
hard conflicts upon the stump in Kentucky, 
that great theatre where, I shall ever main- 
tain, one of the material and decisive battles 
of the Union was (ought. And often have I 
seen the honest, sun-burned face of rural pa- 
triotism light up with joy and gratitude as I 
called the attention ot my hearers to those 
great and benign influences that are above 
and beyond the reach of human schemes and 
ambition, and which will ultimately win and 
compel us into union, and make that union 
both happy and profitable, because it suits lis 
and we suit it, and neither suits another con- 
dition. 

But, sir, what do these historical examples 
prove? 1 readily admit that the hoarse thun- 
ders of war are not the notes of those who 
make love to each other; and that the present 
result of a battle-field, while stilled hearts are 
yet warm, and fierce eyes, fixed in death, are 
yet unclosed by the rude touch of the hurried 
grave-digger, is not friendship. And yet, if 
well studied, these historical lessons show us 
that war not only does not prevent a proper 
and desirable' ifnion, but they show more: 
they show that the centripetal affinities of a 
proper Union are stronger than the centrifugal 
repulsion of war. They show still more: they 
ehow that when one party to such a Union 
has foolishly or wickedly broken it, an honest 
tear for that purpose will hasten its restora- 
tion. It does this by affording a vent or Bafe- 
ty-valve for pent-up wrath and malice, and by 
teaching conspirators that treason is danger- 
ous and revolutions expensive. Mark me; I 
draw the distinction between honest and justi- 
fiable rebellion, like that of 1776, and dishon- 
est conspiracy, like that of 1860. Who ever 
beard of a regular and powerful conspiracy 
granting psaee to a Government that would 
condescend to ask it, after that conspiracy had 
thrown down the wager of battle? What 
Government cou'd subsist for a twelve-month 
under the avowed policy of non-resistance to 
insurrection against its laws, and acquiescence 
in the plunder of its public property, and the 
division of its empire according to the caprice 
or the interests of jealous, ambitious, and dis- 
appointed citizens? Weare told Great Britain 
lost her dominions in North America by her 
obstinate refusal to be just and make proper 
concessions. That is true. And why is it 
true? Because the colonists had a real griev- 
ance, and for long years before war began, aud 
for more than a year after it began, avowed 
their willingness and anxiety to be satisfied 
with its redress. Therefore the inference does 
.not follow that our Union has been lost by 
failing to make concessions to thoBe who feared 
a compromise much more than they did a bat- 
tle, and who Btealthily prepared for war for 
two years before they began it 

Let me ask the gentleman a question about 
these histories. When the white rose pricked 
the red, if the latter had promptly surrendered 
or retired from the assault, would the two 
have ever blended their leave* and their colors 
in the same garland around the same royal 
brow? I think he will say not, and agree 
with me that the rebel and pretending white 
would have banished the reigning anu legiti- 
mate red from the garden. The absentee and 
tenant system were great hardships in Ireland. 
Many hard things occurred in the intercourse 
between England and Scotland in their public 
or governmental relations to each other. But 
suppose that in the case of Ireland a rebellion 
defined mainly by denominational lines had 
been allowed to go by default; and in the case 
of Scotland, a fierce and protracted border war 
had been accepted aa proof sufficient that the 
Scots and Britons were and ought to be two 
nationalities: where would have been the 
liberal ideas, the beneficent rule, the content- 
ed and prosperous obedience, and the unsur- 
passed achievements in letters, in science, and 
in arms, that have resulted from tho blending 
of the rose, the shamrock, and the thistle? 
To my mind, the world would have been with- 
out much of tbem, and the world would have 
surely been the loser without them. 

Why is it that Americans, having fought 
two wars with Great Britain and been on the 
verge of three or four others, and having ex- 
penensed her indifference, not to say illy-con- 
cealed rejoicing, at our present difficulties, 
and all this within a little over three quarters 
of a century and within less than three gen- 
erations, do yet esteem England and the Eng- 
lish above all other nations and people? Why 
do we send bread to Ireland when her pota- 
toes rot, and to the spinning districts ot Eng- 
land now that time is shortened or tho mills 
closed? It is because we are of their blood, 
their civilization, and their religion, mid 
because our chief blessings, from the habeas 
corpus and the statute against murder down 
to the three cent postage stamp, and from 
the Baconian system and the muse 
of Milton to the nursery lullaby that 
soothes our babies to sleep, are either absolute- 
ly British or an improvement on something 
that is British; and because, further, that not- 
withstanding our chronic disposition to fi^'ht 
them, it is our interest to trade with th'm. 
These influences are stronger between the 
North and the South than they are between 
England and America, or between England 
and Scotland, and will Booner or later produce 
their natural and beneficent results. 

One word about party. It seems scarcely 
proper to go aside from the great concerns of 
State to say anything about it, but 1 will plead 
for my excuse the recent, and I might say con- 
stant, examples set for us at the other end jf 
the Capitol, in the more dignified and decor- 
ous brauch of the national Legislature. 

I have been asked if I intended to join the 
Democratic party, after opposing it all my 
life. I have considered the matter. I have 
been in no haste or anxiety about my party 
connections. It seems to me that after the 
mixing up and pouring out of parties that 
have occurred in this country, there is little 
left of any of the old parties more than the 
name; and whenever I find myself agreeing 
thoroughly with the Democratic party in their 
principles, I would lose my own self-respect 
if I were to chaffer with them about the 
name. I find little difficulty in co-operating 
with the Democratic party of to-day, as I un- 
derstand their position officially expressed. 
But it would be impossible for me to indorse 
their former platforms, embracing the resolu- 
tions of '98 and '90. When quite a youth I 
had the fortune, "good or bad, to read Daniel 
Webster on that subject, and have never gotten 
over his arguments. 

There are many names, but only three par- 
ties in the country, representing three ideas. 
The secession party, representing the Idea of 
the dissolution of all government at the plea- 
sure of a faction. The abolition partv, repre- 
senting the spirit of intolerance; selecting, 
for the present, the institution of slavery for 
the object of its vengeance, but which would 
leap the wall of the Constitution to gore any 
other interest or opinion. It would love to 
be tyrant over the whole country; but failing 
in this, would tear the country into fragments 
to govern the pieces in their own way 

And there is the party representing the con- 
servative and yet liberally progressive idea— 
I the party of constitutional order At the 
South, and confined mostly to the Border 
[States, they are the Unioi. party, made up 
■ mostly of Douglas Democrats and Bell- 
lEverett men, who stuck to Everett, but left 
IBell when he left his platform. At the North 
Itbey are made up of old line Whigs, moderate 
■Republicans, and Douglas Democrats, and the 
flatter, forming as they do the much greater 
number of the whole party, have given mime 
no the alliance. Concerning the party of li- 
cense and the party of intolerance! have not a 
word to say, except that nature and education 
have united in making It impossible that I can 
belong to either of them. The conservative 
barty. undoubtedly reflects several shades of 
opinion. With the few who think that tho 
bxwtmination of a whole people can in any 
►vent become a justifiable measure, and with 
Ihe few wbo trmrk- it -our duty now to lay 
•own our arms anaisttfrftider to this rebellion 
1 cunnol.agreet But I do cheerfully and earl 
l«t)y cooperate with that partv, be it Repub- 
lic V^to^.pr DemocraUc hj name, that will 
^ '9 r an honest and decent effort to overcame 
*ie rebellion, and will not break the Conatitu-

kin? Do you know who are now fore-mo?', 
but were not earliest, in shouting bosar.na3 to 
the great Democratic party, and will make a 
bold aud unblushing effort next summer in 
my State to serve the rebellion under the name 
of Democracy? 1 can teil you who they are. 
They are the men who a = sasinated your party 
at Charleston and Baltimore ad ruthlessly and 
for the same reason that an unnatural son 
would tear away the shield that covers the 
bosom of his mother from his murderous dag- 
ger. I hold in my hand a platform recently 
put forth by someof these scheming leaders in 
Kentucky, composed entirely of an indict- 
ment agiinst the Administration, and a series 
of skilfully-worded negatives; but I have 
looked through it in vain for any condemation 
oftne rebellion, or foroue sentence, one word, 
one breath of prayer for the Government, the 
success ot the national arms, or the union of 
the States. 

And who are these men who are to-day and 
this hour preparing to offer themselves in Ken- 
tucky next summer as Democratic candidates, 
and boasting in the Legislature of Kentuoky 
that they "will beat the Union party 7 Have 
you looked at tbem and not known them? 
Have you read their record or their present 
position? Have you counted the stripes and 
the spots upon their skins? Have you smelt 
the odor of treason that hangs like a living 
stench upon their political skirts? Have you 
stood beside tbe fresh made graves of your 
sons and brothers and cousins on every field 
in Kentucky aud asked yourselves who organ- 
ized the guerillas and who invited the inva- 
sions that struck your brave kinsmen, wbo 
had gone to defend my beloved Slate, into that 
bourne whence the voice of command or the 
bugle note to charge will never call them? 
Their homes, sir, are in the wild forest, on tbe 
high mountain, in tbe deep glen or the wasted 
field, all of which I love the more for the 
violence that has visited them. There no sis- 
ter will ever plant a rose over tbo unknown 
grave of brother, nor widow smooth the 
rough clods over the bosom uf her orphans' 
sire, nor mother drop a tear on the sepulchral 
prison of her soldier boy, who died for me as 
for you. And can I forget whose faces beamed 
with joy, whose caps flew into the air, and 
who made the welkin ring with shouts for Jeff 
Davis and the rebellion over a fall that draped 
your households in mourning? They are the 
men wbo have taught strange doctrines, tbe 
men who have taught sedition, and boasted 
that the Government was overthrown; the 
men who, in 1860, voted and spoke and worked 
for a candidate who, a few weeks after our 
election and glorious victory in August, 
1861, accepted a commission in the 
rebel service, and in a few weeks 
more entered Kentucky, that had made him 
all he was aud much more than he deserved to 
be. at tbe bead of an invading army. They 
are the men who denounced yoar great leader 
as an abolitionist and a political scoundrel, 
and boldly proclaimed their preference for Mr. 
Lincoln over such an "infamous disorganizes' 
They are the men, who, on thestumpor in tbe 
Kentucky Legislature, have never uttered one 
word of protest against the iniquities of Mont- 
gomery and Richmond, nor even against the 
invasion of their own State, but have found 
time and occasion to condemn only their own 
Government. They now claim your victory 
at the North, and the re-election of your lead- 
ers on this floor as their victory. A more cor- 
rupt or a more impudent attempt to foster 
party and illy-concealed treason on tbe 
mistortuneB of the country — one of its 
chief misfortunes being the present Adminis- 
tration—has not been furnished in the history 
of this nation. They steal tbe livery ot 
Northern conservatism to serve the devil of 
Southern secession in. Their sole tnd y »e- 
cission, and they seek to accomplish this by 
sneaking into power under the name, the pres- 
tige, and tbe success of tbe Northern Democ- 
racy, while at heart tbey loathe and despise 
your principles. It Is idle, it is wor9e than 
idle, It is an outrage, for them to claim that 
we must follow in their lead in our opposition 
to the sins and the mistakes of tbe Adminis- 
tration. Their persistence in this attempt, 
and their refusal to join with us in our oppo- 
sition to the Administration, made for the 
purpose of saving the Government, and not 
for securing the Buccess of tbe rebellion, will 



be bound under the Constitution to return iu 
ciscof a voluntary escape. But I will tarry 
long enough to tell such men that they are 
thoroughly underslood, not only in the Border 
States, but by intelligent and honest men at 
the North. Many of you do not want the 
Union restored, and you are systematically 
shaping your policy with the view of driving 
the loyal Blave States from that Union. We 
commenced a righteous war in a righteous 
i. use, and you are diligently and skilfully 
seeking to convert it into an enormous lie, 
that will make your children, in all time to 
come, blush over the record of your falsehood 
and your treachery.

Condemning, as I do, the course this war is 
taking, I yet protest against the claim set up 
by relwl sympathizers for sagacity in claiming 
to foresee that this was a movement against 
States and State institutions. They said it 
was because they wanted it to be, they want- 
ed it for an engine of revolution, and we seem 
determined to gratify them. The principal 
movers would not venture to affirm a present 
grievance, in the matter of the Territories, at 
a time when they had, in their hearts, resolved 
to get out. The duly authorized and diplo- 
matic agents of the rebellion at the courts of 
Europe said that it was from no fear of aboli- 
tion that secession took place. This is clearly 
one of the cases in which the statement or 
admission of the agent binds the principal. 
No, sir, there is a philosophy in this revo- 
lutionary process which some men have not 
dreamed of, and which a few have under- 
stood perfectly well from tbe beginning. 
Violence genorates violence in those against 
whom it is aimed. The passions ot civil 
war reproduce and intensify themselves 
while they consume the crucible in which they 
burn. Those of tbem who were conversant 
with history understood the phenomena if not 
tbe secret springs of the ebbing and flowing of 
the passions of a nation, and upon these things 
they built a theory. It was to predict evil 
intents on the part of the Government, alarm 
tbe people, and then incite tbe fulfilment of 
these predictions in the violence of civil war. 
At t.".e ballot-box, in the national Legislature, 
and in tbe affections of the people, disunion 
was next to powerless. It was only iu civil 
war lhat it could be accomplished. Hence it 
was that while Virginia hung as it were trem- 
bling and vibrating in the balance, men wbo 
were at the time occupying seats on thi3 floor 
and in the other end of the Capitol, exclaimed, 
"why don't they open on Sumpter?'' and af- 
firmed with great emphasis, "Virginia will 
never go out without a fight." Our strength, 
our promptness, and our justice, if well and 
wisely handled, would have prevented the suc- 
cess of this hellish scheme. 

Let us, for it is not yet too late, assure the 
rebellion that it has no friends among us; that 
we will play fair with them at the great game of 
war, but that we will stake our all on the throw 
for the Government, and will give them all their 
rights as soon as they return to reason. They 
will then soon begin to ask, "what are we 
fighting for?" 

• •*•»#•• 

The business before us is to break the mili- 
tary power of tbe rebellion. That done, and 
no extermination, no abolition will be needed. 
Without that we can do nothing; with that all 
smaller difficulties will vanish, or surrender, 
easy victims to the good sense of the Ameri- 
can people. The hour of compromise, of 
armistice, ot peace, has not yet arrived. Let 
us quit proclaiming great things, and com- 
mence doing something practical. Let us beat 
tbe rebels if' we can, and then have a family 
talk, and see if the Constitution as it i3 is in- 
compatible with the Union ns it was, and as it 
ought to oe again; and my word for it we will 
beat you at the [oils, and we will do it with- 
out a vote from the seceded States.

I have not said these things to disparage the 
Democracy ot the North — not at all; only to 
warn you against a fellowship that would 
prove disgraceful and disastrous, and bring 
upon your heads tbe indignation of your own 
constituents.

The quantity of food and clothing required 
by the oriental nations is incredibly small. In 
America we have been accustomed to bear the 
poorer classes complain bitterly if the price of 
meat rises so that tbey cannot obtain it at 
least two or three times a week, and there are 
few laborers in this country who do not eat 
meat daily, and require it as a necessity of 
their lives. Besides meat, the Americau la- 
borer consumes a great quantity of bread, 
more or less tea and coffee, with sugar and 
milk, and the ordinary spices used with food 
are to be found in the houses of tbe poorest 
classes. 

The Bedouin Arab, who may be regarded as 
the modern example of desert life from which 
to judge of the life of the Israelites in the des- 
ert, probably requires less food for bis suste- 
nance than any other human being. Tbe or- 
dinary support of the tribes of ibe desert is 
twofold. The flocks which they keep, and 
which gather support on the hillsides aud in 
tbe valleys, « here man's skill, perhaps, could

Passing from tbe desert into the cultivated 
lands of tbe East, we find tbe same general 
truth prevailing, and this will help us to un 
dersUnd some doubted points in Josephus 
and other historians who describe great as- 
semblies of people in Jerusalem and other 
cities, leaving it to be wondered whence came 
the means of feeding them. 

The inhabitants of the Eastern countries, ns 
well as of Greece, Italy, and other parts of 
Europe, are exceedingly simple in their hab 
its of eating. The bread-cake in tbe East, 
not unlike a thick buckwheat cake, is broken 
up, giving each terson his small share, and a 
green leaf of almost any sort, dipped in olive 
oil, forms the accompaniment. Two meals a 
day consisting of this simple fare are enough 
for the laborer. Sometimes a few dried olives 
are a substitute for the leaf and oil. Meat is 
almost unknown as an article of food among 
the lower classes, and the only requirements

not on this floor, that ii would be looked upon 
at the South a-jan abandonment of the main 
prize at siake and an ignominious scrambling 
for Ihe scraps.

Italy and France the same rule prevails, the 
peasantry of those countries adding a cup of 
wiuo to each meal. Hence the great suffering 
which is caused by a failure in the wine crop, 
for when tbe article is one of the simple neces- 
saries, instead of one of the luxuries of life, 
au increase of one sou in tbe price per gallon 
mav become a national affliction. 

Tbe ordinary rate of wages in Egypt for 
many years has been a piastre and a naif per 
day. This is almost ten cents for a man's 
work. This is not only good pay, but in some 
considerations it may be said that tbe Egypt- 
ian Is tbe best paid laborer in the world. His 
wants are few aud simple; and if bis family 
be not very large these wages will furnish 



to us, much less than a century ago, an empire I t Q em with food, of the kind they wish, and 



embracing the largest continuity of first-class 
soil on the earth; that in the gift she consent- 
ed, as gentlemen on the other side express it, 
that this vast and prolific region should be 
"dedicated to the cause of freedom." and that 
out of this more than regal gift have been 
created four great Slates, three of them already 
surpassing their mother in material resources 
and free population? And shall she now be 
rewarded by tearing her, limb from body, be- 
cause in a fit ot anger or fear, to which all 
communities are subject, she smote the cove- 
nant she made with her sisters of the Revolu- 
tion ? 

And here is the proposition to parcel off 
the territory of the rebel States and the prop- 
erty of rebel men among our soldiers now, be- 
fore we can erect In that political desert our 
own national emblem, that ought to be made, 
where it goes, the symbol of mercy as of jus- 
tice, of law as of power. It is proposed to 
convey in fee simple that which tbe Govern- 
ment can confessedly enter and hold but for 
the life of another; and to do that beforo we 
are able to pluck a blado from its sod or deliv- 
er a twig or a piece of turf to assure the seiz- 
ing of the tenant who is to enter by our au- 
thority and consent. It was customary with 
the Franks, the Normans, and others, when 
they had conquered a country to parcel it out 
among their chiefs, and they in turn to subdi- 
vide it among their military retainers. We 
are asked to improve upon the good tnste and 
the decency of semi-barbariani by dividing it 
before we possess it, and at a time, too, when 
fortune is smiling on the enemy and frown- 
ing on us. Gentlemen seem anxious that for 
a second time in history, the comers from' the 
North shall lie "the terror ot tbe world and 
the scourge of God." 

And we have the proposition to raise one 
hundred and fifty regiments of negroes In 
1776, 1783, 1812, and 1815 wo earnestly'pro- 
testcd against tho conduct of the British in 
taking our slaves as propeity and exciting 
them against ns as enemies. In I860 as a 
pirty, and in 1861 as the administrators (no 
double entendre is meant) of the Government 
you subscribed platforms and voted resolutions 
denying both your power and your intention 
10,40 these things. I would scorn to argue 
tbe unconstitutionality of seducing and free- 
ing from service the slave whom you would 



enough for their slenderly cultivated habits; 
and us to clothing, the Egyptian buys but one 
article of clothing, a long, blue cotton shirt, 
which iasts him a life time, and his children 
require nothing half tbe year, and very little 
tbe other half. 

Tbo luxury of the laboring classes in Amer- 
ica surpasses that of many of the wealthy in 
the East. There is very little difference be- 
tween the food of the poorer classes and lhat 
of the ordinarily comfortable merchants and 
dealers. They live in great simplicity, and 
there are merchants in Eastern cities of great 
wealth and respectability, whose table expen- 
ses are not half what is the ordinary cost of 
the table of some laborers iu the employment 
of New York merchants. 

This Bubject is of course important with ref- 
erence to trie entire cost of labor and its pro- 
ducts. There is reason to believe that the 
Eastern laborer, on his ten cents a day, actually 
saves odore money tban the American laborer 
on a hundred and fity cents per day. For tbe 
former has almost always a small hoard of 
coppers buried in the ground under his hut, 
"for a rainy day," while tho latter lives too 
generally from hand to mouth, and is always 
suffering when labor fails or sickness overtakes 
him. In estimating the great works of an- 
cient art, the erection of pyramids and tem- 
ples, and other great labors, we may cut down 
the cost enormously by taking these facts into 
the account. There is a great difference in the 
employment of a hundred thousand men at a 
dime a day, and the Bame number at a dollar 
and a half. The simple food, the amount of 
which Herodotus tells us was stated on the 
faceof the great pyramid, as tbe consumption of 
tbe builders, indicates the small cost of living 
even in those remotely ancient times. "Rad- 
ishes, onions and garlic," were the items which 
Cheops deemed worthy of record, and al- 
though the old historian justly alludes to other 
expenses, these indicate the simple fare and 
probably low rate of cost of the works when 
compared with modern labor.
